SANKER SHOULD NOT BECOME INSURANCE AGENT 


D istinct P eril to High P lace of th e C o m m u n ity B a n k e r Seen in E f f o r t to 
T ake on “ Side L in e ” B usiness— U n fa ir C o m p etitio n W ill 
D estroy Public C on fid en ce in F in an cier. 


Agitation for revision of the bank-1 barometer o f financial standing of 
ing laws to enable bankers to become 
insurance agents under certain con­ 
ditions, is being opposed vigorously 
by many leading financiers, who see 
a distinct peril to their profession 
in allowing “side line” issues to in­ 
terfere with service to the communi­ 
ty, accorded by public opinion as th* 
highest duty of the financier. 
The opposition is not only well or­ 
ganized, but is aggressive and has the 
wholesome support of those bankers 
who have contributed in greater de­ 
gree to placing 
banking 
upon the 
highest plane of business endeavor. 
They see the work of years threaten­ 
ed as the banking profession is low 
ered from its plane of community 
leadership to 
sordid 
money-making 
for penny’s sake. 
Since a recent 
expression, 
The 
Southwestern Bankers Journal 
has 
received numerous 
commendations 
on th estand against the practice, but 
two communications profess to have 
been “shocked”. 
It is significant, 
however, that both letters are from 
organizations which feel that 
the 
country banker as an insurance agent 
fills a distinct field of usefulness. 
W hile we are unable to see from 
the same viewpoint, namely that of 
som ething to gain through taking a 
stand of this kind, we w'ould ask our 
critics to examine their own argu­ 
ments more closely before drawing 
the conclusions of their letters. One 
agency goes so far as to say that we 
made an attack upon the good inten­ 
tions of many Texas bankers when as 
a m atter of fact we attacked no one 
nor have we any apology to make 
to any 
who 
may 
take a different 
stand. 
The possibilities of unfair 
business advantage appeal to us so 
strongly that we feel that it would 
be a remission of duty not to point 
them out. 
Regardless of the “in­ 
tentions” 
of the 
banker-insurance 
agents, the opportunity to take ad­ 
vantage and there are a few individ­ 
uals whose banking 
business 
can 
long withstand the doubts that will 
be held by patrons under the dual 
role. 
W h at is a C o m m u n ity ? 
One of these letters avers that a 
few rural bankers are endeavoring 
“to provide insurance” to citizens of 
small communities 
who 
otherwise 
would be forced to do without or go 
to a great inconvenience to secure 
accommodation. 
In this day of ad­ 
vanced travel, with even the most 
isolated farmer often in th^ larger 
communities for no 
other 
reason 
than recreation, the statem ent seems 
absurd, but if the agent will inquire 
around the country a bit he will find 
that there are very 
few, 
if 
any, 
“small comm unities” 
wherein 
the 
exclusively insurance business in un­ 
able to operate if given a 
chance 
and where competition is fair. The 
conveniences of modern travel make 
a “community” quite a large terri­ 
tory in all cases today. 
Our other letter deals 
with 
the 
“protection of the part time insurance 
agent” and refers to “reflected insin­ 
uations,” admitting that they “pos­ 
sibly exist in isolated cases, but to 
say that they are general is ridicu­ 
lous.” 
Our critics fail to realize, it would 
seem, that the South western Banker 
Journal did not as much as say that 
any reputable bankers were guilty | 
of going out of their way tojn ak e a 
dollar. 
On the other hand, it was 
pointed out that the place accredited 
to the banker by public opinion gains 
him confidence, 
often 
without his 
solicitation or personal effort, 
that 


individuals of the community, is not 
ethical and will not harm his stand­ 
ing as a financier seem s not to have 
occurred to him. 
Will U n d e rm in e P ublic C onfidence. 
Opponents of the plan declare un­ 
equivocally that 
the 
practice 
will 
undermine the public confidence that 
long years of banking integrity 
has 
established. 
They point out that to 
make a “departm ent” institution out 
of a fundam entally banking institu­ 
tion degrades the establishm ent and 
prevents full confidence of patron­ 
age. 
In its last issue The Southwestern 
Bankers Journal touched lightly upon 
the question from the standpoint of 
the legal status. 
But the issues in­ 
volved are far more sacred than the 
mere legal aspects. 
It appeals 
to 
The Southwestern Bankers Journal 
as being a question of honor 
apart 
and beyond the 
formal 
observance 
of the law. 
The practice of bankers becoming 
insurance agents may be summed up 
briefly in the following harmful con­ 
ditions: 
(I) The insight to 
the 
financial 
condition of citizens of the commun- 


of "partnership” practices. The bank­ 
er has the advantages of his profes­ 
sion to offer the insurance company 
and the insurance company has use 
of them in placing its collections 
on 
deposit at an earning rate. The mon­ 
ey circulates as before— the banker 
holds his high rank of public confi­ 
dence and grows accordingly while 
the insurance man competes on a fair 
basis and prospers in proportion. 
The numerous angles to this prac 
tice appeals very strongly 
to the 
HONEST banker, as unethical, and 
he will decline 
the 
“opportunity.” 
For it shuts the door to public cor 
fidence, the prime "stock in trade” of 
the 
banker.— Advertisement, 
from

There is no more sacred financial 
relation in existence than that be­ 
tween the banker and his depositor 
Yet the banker who becomes an in 
surance agent, or furnishes informa 
tion to some relative or association 
in another business who is an in­ 
surance agent, disregards this rela­ 
tion for the sake of bolstering his in­ 
come. 
Although indirect, the prac­ 
tice hardly can be considered little 
more than extortion since the banker 
of his friend has full inform ation on 
the ability of the prospective insur­ 
ed and is able to dictate to him in 
the matter of financing. 
Bankers who use their knowledge 
of the standing of citizens in their 
community even if there is no e f­ 
fort at compulsion, either direct or 
suggestive, 
never-the-less 
create a 
spirit of antagonism and resentm ent 
among other business men 
of 
the 
city, which is not a part of the esteem 
toward which a banker should strive. 
If the banker thinks that he may 
prove the exception to this rule, let 
him examine the affairs of the lead­ 
ing bankers in other communities. 
He will find that the successful bank­ 
er (over a long period of years) is 
one who has devoted his efforts to­ 
ward helping his depositors, or bor­ 
rowers, in an advisory way, in line 
with sound business judgment. 
At

will soon be lost in the decreased
